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When the Dail yesterday resumed the 
discussion of the vote of £483,373 for the 
Civic Guard, Mr, Sean McEntee raised the 
question, of the raid on Roebuck House 
anl asked what was its motive, and did 
the raiding party direct their attention to 
the ambulance in which Mrs. Despard was 
removed to hospital. He contended that, 
in view of the large number of Civic 
Guards employed in the Free State, re- 
trenchment ought to be an easy matter. 

Mr. G. Boland objected to the employ- 
ment of Civic Guards to seize stock for 
arrears of land annuities. The C.I.D., he 
said, never was intended for a police force, 
but was got up for the purpose of ensuring 
that civil strife should not die down. The 


‘ordinary Civic Guard, however, was as 


good as any other policeman in any part 
of the world. 

Mr. Corish (Labour), having reminded 
the House that the Civic Guards had 
much more numerous duties than the 
Royal Irish Constabulary had to perform, 
and that the regulation of traffic now ex- 
tended to every part of the country, the 
debate was adjourned. 

On the second stage of the Legal 
Practitioners (Qualification) Bill, Mr. G. 
O'Sullivan (Cumann na nGaedheal) denied 
that the bill was an attack on the 
Protestant religion. Mr. O'Hanlon (Inde- 
pendent) supported the measure, and said 
that the fact that the Benchers and the 
Incorporated Law Society had not been 


consulted before its introduction was no 


argument-against it. Major Myles (Inde- 
pendent) opposed it, as did Mr. J. X. 
Murphy. 

Professor Alton denied that. he was 
opposed to the study of the Irish language, 
but said that he was against compulsion, 
and would oppose the bill. The measure, 


he thought, was born in enthusiasm and 


was likely to issue in mischief. 
The debate was adjourned.. 


ESTIMATE FOR CIVIC. 
GUARDS 


THE RAID ON ROEBUCK 
HOUSE. 

The debate on the Vote of £483,373, the 
balance of £1,588,373 required for the Civic 
Guards, was resumed by Mr. S. McENTEE 
IF.F., Dublin County). Referring to the 
.olice raid on Roebuck House, the residence 
of Mrs. Despard, he asked whether the state- 
ment previously made to the House by the 
Minister for Justice was accurate. The 
Minister had said that the officers who made 
the -raid had been informed that Mrs. 
Despard had met with an accident the pre- 
vious night, that the ambulance had arrived 
avhile the police were searching the house, 
and that the lady had been removed without 
being interfered with in any way. 

Mr. McENTEE went on to say that 
Madame McBride’s statement to him was in 
direct conflict with the Minister’s statement. 
She stated that the ambulance drew up at 
her door, and that she saw twenty men 
marching from the trees near the gate and 
running across to the ambulance. What, he 
asked, was the motive for the raid, and were 
the raiding party before the ambulance, and 
did they direct their attention to the ambul- 
ance’? If the raid was carried out under a 
warrant, by whom was it issued? It was 
more than a coincidence that the raiding 
party should have arrived after the 
ambulance. Was there suspicion, and what 
were the. grounds of suspicion? Was it 
through the telephone that: the information 
as to the ambulance reached the Guards, and 
was there suspicion that some one other 
than Mrs. Despard was being removed? Or 
was it a deliberate act of State persecution ’ 

Mrs. Despard, he said, was an elderly lady 
who had secured world-wide regard for her 
work and sacrifices in the cause of humanity. 
She had come to Ireland, and had espoused 
the cause of the people, and she deserved 
irom the people whom she had served to the 
best of her ability that she should be treated 
with humanity. 


QUESTION OF TELEPHONE RECORDS. 

The House should have an assurance from 
the Minister that the warrant had not been 
issued in. virtue of something communicated 
by some person who had access to the tele- 
phone records. ‘‘ The Minister for Agricul- 
ture,” continued the deputy, “‘ for whom we 
on these benches are acquiring a certain affec- 
tion, and to whom it is a delight to 
listen," made a statement in the course of the 
debate on which I should like to have the 
opinion of the Minister for Justice. In the 
debate on the Army estimate, the Minister 
for Agriculture said that the Government 
were asking for the money in order to ensure 
that certain people should have the power 
to do wrong. He was so pleased with that 
ton mot that he repeated it on this estimate. 
Does the Minister for Justice endorse that 
statement ?”" 

Continuing, Mr. McEntee said that there 
must be a lot of useless people in the Civic 
Guard, because according to statistics it took 
almost twice as many police per head of the 
population to preserve law and order in the 
twenty-six counties as in England and Scot- 
land. For that reason retrenchment could 
be easily carned out. 

Mr. G. BOLAND (F-F., Roscommon) 
objected to the part that the Civic Guard 
plaved in the seizure of stock for arrears of 
land annuities. In his constituency one man 
had a cow seized and sold for £6. Of that 
sum, 12s. 6d. went to pay portion of his debt, 
and the remainder went to pay the expenses 
of the Guards, which included a motor car. 
In Dublin, if one wanted to describe a good 
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i THE C€C.I.D. 

In dealing with the C.1.D., he stated that 
this force was never intended for a police 
force. It was got up for the purpose of 
ensuring that the civil strife would never die 
down. When he raised the case of Peader 
O’Donnell in the Dail, the Minister avoided 
the issue with his usual political astuteness. 

If the civil strife had died down, it was in 
spite of the efforts of theC.I.D. The ordinary 
Guard was as good as any policeman in any 
part of the world. It was not fair that he 
should be asked to do a bailiff’s duty. 

Mr. M. KILLALEA (F.F., Galway) said 
that, if the Minister for Agriculture called 
the people rubbish and weeds, it was not fair 
that the Civic Guard should prevent the 
Eoorte from saying a few things to the 

mister. If they were to prevent people 
from replying, they should prevent the 
Minister from insulting the people. . 

Mr. 8. JORDAN (F.F., Galway) said that, 
with the good transport and _ telephonic 
services, there was no need for so many 
Civic Guard barracks in rural area. There 
were now as many Civic Guard barracks in 
Galway as there were during the height of 
the land agitation when the country was 
disturbed. ? 

Mr. COONEY (F.F., North Dublin) com 
plained of the grave neglect of the Guards 
in allowing stores of petrol to be kept in 
tenement houses. 

Mr. CORISH (Lab., Wexford) said that 


on the suggestion of the reduction in num- 


bered that the Guards had much more 
numerous duties to perform than had the 
Royal Irish Constabulary; for instance, it 
should not be forgotten that the, regulation 
of traffic now extended to every part of the 
country, and Guards had to be supplied for 
that duty. 

The debate on the estimate was adjourned. 


TELEGRAMS AND TELEPHONES. 


Mr. SEAN BRADY (F.F., Co. Dublin) 
drew attention to an item of £14,600 for tele- 
grams and telephones, and said that the 
greater part of this heavy expense was in- 
curred because of the activtiy of the Guards 


party in their travels through the country. 

He said that he had been’ reported in the 
previous day’s Jrish 7'imes as having referred 
to ‘‘Kingstown Harbour.” The ' words 
Dun Laoghaire had been purposely taken out 
of a question by him and Kingstown had béen 
inserted in its place. ‘I protest very 
strongly,” he said, “ against the action of the 
/rish Times in persistently going to the 
trouble of changing thé name of Dun 
Laoghaire into Kingstown. (Hear, hear.) It 
certainly speaks very badly for those who 
criticise us when we speak about the Irish 
language, and call us cranks, that these very 
people go deliberately out of their way to 
change the words Dun Laoghaire to Kings- 
town. I also consider it grave disrespect for 
the laws of the Free State, because the Free 
State Government went to the trouble of 
officially bringing in a bill which included 
the official change of the name to Dun 
Laoghaire.” 


LEGAL PRACTITIONERS 
BILL. 


EXAMINATIONS IN IRISH. 

The debate on the second stage of the 
Legal Practitioners (Qualification) Bill was 
resumed. 

Mr. G. O’SULLIVAN (C.nG., Dublin 
County) said that those who supported the 
bill should not feel that those who voted 
against it were voting for the return of the 
British, as had been stated by some Deputies. 
The very fact that they were debating the 
subject was a proof, if proof were needed, 
of the change that had taken place in the 
country. He denied that this bill was an 
attack on the Protestant?feligion, and he 
added that the fact that some of the ablest 
leaders of the language movement were of 
that persuasion was a repudiation of that 
notion. A Minister of Northern Ireland was 
recently reported to have made a remark to 
that effect, but that Minister would serve his 
co-religionists in this State better, and pos- 
sibly in his own, if he refrained from refer- 
ring to the system of government here until 
at least he and his Government gave to the 
minority in Northern Ireland the same free- 
dom and equality of treatment as was given 
here. This question had got nothing to do 
with religion. A few weeks ago he was 
speaking to a parson who spoke in Irish—he 
learned his Irish in Trinity College—and he 
said that he was very pleased to see that 
when the Irish people got the opportunity of 
restoring their language they availed therm- 
selves of it, because, notwithstanding the big 
difference between them in matters of religion 
and tradition, there was one thing in common, 
and that was the Irish language. . 

Mr. O'HANLON (Independent) supported 
the bill. He said that they must recognise 
that Irish was the official language of the 
country. The fact that the Benchers and the 
Incorporated Law Society had not been con- 
sulted before the introduction of the measure 
was not an argument against it. The people 
who were now most strenuously opposed to 
the Irish language—what he might call the 
last-ditchers—when they found that their 
Opposition was unsuccessful would be the 
first to see that their sons and daughters 
would be proficient in the Irish language, 
because it would mean jobs and preferment 
for them in the future. A case that was 
being tried in the Comta this week was an 
indication of how necessary it was for lawyers 
to have a knowledge of Irish i 

Major MYLES (Independent) opposed the 
bill, because, he said, he was convinced that 
everyone whom he represented was equally 
opposed to it. He hardly knew whether this 
was a Government or a private member's 
bill. If it was a private member’s bill it 
had a good deal of Government sanction, and 
it really looked like a back-door measure. It 
had been stated that there were 52,000 Irish 
speakers in Donegal, but he defied any man 
to produce anything like that number. 

ollowing an inaudible interruption from 
the Fianna Fail benches, Major Myles. re- 
marked that when a member of the House 


be talked down. He would not be talked 
down; he had the right to come here and 
voice his views. The man who could not 
speak English in Donegal was almost im- 
possible to find. i 

He sometimes received invitations to various 
functions which were written in Irish, and he 
had great difficulty in getting them translated. 
Sometimes the translations were extraordi- 
nary, as when an invitation to a garden 
party became an invitation to partake of ‘‘a 
meal in a cabbage patch.” A Catholic priest 
whom he met in America told him that all 
the sufferings England inflicted on Ireland 
were more than compensated for by the gift 
to the Irish peasant of the English language 
to help him in America. They were told that 
the sending abroad of invoices in Irish would 
create a demand for Irish goods by showing 
that we were a distinct nationality. Germans 
used English, and other European countries 
In sending invoices to foreign countries 
usually used the language of the countries to 
which the invoices were sent, preferring to 
have them understood rather than to adver- 
tise their nationality. The amount of money 
spent on Irish in the Free State would enable 
t - if diverted towards improving their 
social services, to bring those services into 
line ,with Great Britain’s and Northern Ire-

THE QUESTION OF TYRANNY. 

Mr. H. LAW (Govt., Donegal) failed to 
see that it was any more tyrannical to 
compel law students to have a competent 
knowledge of Irish than it was to compel 
children to go to school. In every direction 
the State was interfering with the individual. 
Tt. told him what to eat, what not to drink, 
and now it was going to tell him what, 
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inability to make themselves clear 
deliberately due to guile. He could not 
uppose a bill introduced by two very re- 
spected colleagues of his, and which was in 
consonance with the general policy of the 
Government, and what would the policy 
of any Government likely to succeed iv. 


THE BILL OPPOSED. 


Mr. J. X. MURPHY (ind, County 
Dublin) opposed the pill. The bill proposed 
that in six or seven years they should have 
a lot of young barristers and ‘solicitors in 
the Courts who knew Irish, and who would 
naturally be anxious to air their knowledge 
of it. he bill made no provision for en- 
suring that the Judges would be able to 
understand them. 

Professor THERNEY (Cumann na nGaed- 
heal, National University, Ireland) said that 
he could not feel a great deal of enthusiasm 
or of dismay about the bill. He doubted if 
it would succeed in achieving all that its 
promoter hoped. On the other hand, he 


thought its opponents were fighting a battle | 


that was already lost when they talked about 
compulsion. They would be better advised 
to deal with the various aspects of the bill. 

He thought that under the bill they would 
have a situation, in regard to the legal pro- 
fession, very much like that in the National 
University. Irish would be compulsory, but 
that would by no means necessarily ensure 
that a person. who passed a qualifying 
examination had a good speaking knowledge 
of Irish. The number of persons in Ireland 
who knew Irish was not relevant to a dis- 
cussion on the advisability of reviving it. It 
did not matter whether there were hundreds 
or thousands of people who knew Irish; ae 
long as there were even half a dozen who 
knew Irish it would be the duty of the 
Government to try and spread a knowledge of 
the language. 

It was important that everything possible 
should be done to keep the language alive 
where it was already in existence, In certain 
court areas he suggested that, after a certain 
date, no lawyer should be allawed to plead 
unless he had not alone a competent reading 
and writing knowledge of Irish, but also a 
competent speaking knowledge of the 
language. 

There was no sound logical argument 
against compulsion in the case of Irish. If 
those who were opposed to ges | Irish, 
on alleged educational grounds, would give 
up talking about compulsion and devote their 
attention to devising how far the present 
methods of teaching the Irish language, how 
far the cultural materials in the Irish 
language could be used to further education, 
they would be doing much better work. 
Under the present methods of teaching, 
he admitted that it was not possible to get 
a full, competent spoken knowledge of Irish 
in the schools, and those who had misgivings 
would be better employed in seeing that the 
language was taught in such a way as to 
secure that students got a proper speaking 
knowledge. 

As the bill. stood, he supported it as a 
reform in their educational system, and in 
that respect he did not see that the authori- 
ties of the legal profession had any grievance. 
They had had five years in which to bring 
the legal profession into hne with the rest. 
of the country, and if they hag neglected to 
do so, then it was quite time that somebody 
else should bring them into line. 


AGAINST COMPULSION. 


PLEA FOR GOOD-WILL AND 


UNDERSTANDING. 


Professor ALTON (Ind., Dublin University) 
said that he was opposed to the bill, which 
he thought was born of enthusiasm, and was 
likely to issue in mischief. It was a bill 
dealing with the most technical and thorny 
subject--the education of the law. From the 
arguments heard in the debate, it was hard 
even now to find anything like a secure 
anchorage. He thought that the best 
analysis of the bill was given by the Minister 
for Justice, who had touched on two points 
that were not in the bill, and which made 
the bill to him (Mr. Alton) an undesirable 
measure to introduce at the present moment. 
It was the Minister for Justice who pointed 
out so clearly that the bill involved a new 
principle—that it was different from any cther 
measure that had passed the House, because 
all previous compulsory [Irish had been 
associated with a grant from the Government, 
or with the employment of remunerations 
which came out of public or semi-public 
funds. The Minister also pointed out that 
the Benchers did not make trish compulsory. 
They did not educate in languages at all: 
they educated in law. Those two facts had 
been lost sight of, and he did not think that 
they ought to be lost sight of. 

He admitted that the logic of the situation 
was on the side of the supporters of the bill. 
By the Constitution Irish was the national 


language, but logic was a bad rule to apply |. 


to learning. They should not look at the 
logic, but at the facts, and it was a fact that 
in Ireland Irish was de jure the national 
language, but de facto the national language 
was English. He was not shutting his eyes 
to the fact that it was the aspiration and 
the intention of the Irish: people to brin 
back Irish, but he urged that they shoul 
proceed in a reasonable way. Deputy 
O'Connell had suggested that the opposition 
to the will came from an environment vf 
hostility. Now that was certainly not true 
of the party which he claimed to represent. 

He was an Irishman himself, and to him 
everything Irish, and particularly anything 
oid in “ag. MÉasg was very dear. He was not a 
man to stand by and listen to anything Irish 
been sneered at, especially the Irish language. 
He never had. But he disliked, as an Irish- 
man, anything like compulsion, intrusion, and 
any attempt to bully him. (Hear, hear.) It 
was done in that bill, and he did not like it. 
That tone' entered into the speeches of some 
of the deputies. The Minister for Finance 
talked of forcing the hands of the benchers. 
Another Deputy jocosely talked of the bill as 
a piece of judicious pressure. He resented 
that. Another deputy went so far as to say, 
“ We all remember how Irish was killed in this 
country.’’ Persecution, he said, was at the 
root of its disappearance, and he would go eo 
far to employ the same methods to restore it. 

That, said Professor Alton, was not the 
way that a party of Irishmen should discuss 
this bill and talk about it. But he urged 
that they had a that they were intro- 
ducing a new. bill to deal with an ancient 
institution which deserved well of the country, 
and deserved at least from the legislators 
a little courtesy. The Inns of Law were very 
old institutions, and old institutions had a 
little pride. They deserved a little -regard, 
which, he held, the promoters of the bill had 
not shown them. If the promoters of the 
bill were so anxious that Irish should be 
part of the education of the future, and if 
they were anxious that the Inns should take 
note of the fact, they might have proceeded 
in a more courteous and—he hoped he was 
not wrong—a less demonstrative fashion, The 
promoters of the bill had acted like the 
watchmaker at the mad hatter’s tea party. 

What they should remember was that the 
Inns were there to provide good jurists; to 
insure that they would have wtod lawyers. 
They were going to diminish the law schools 
now by the departure of any student who 
might possibly think of getting the Degree of 
Barrister-at-Law, with a view to working, not 
in this country, but probably in South Africa 
or Australia, or who might want it for some 
professional purpose. ere were some who 
talked of why they should educate men for 
emigration, but they were doing worse. They 
were going to make Irishmen emigrate to get 
education. Their students would go to London 
or Belfast to get their legal education. 

A Deputy—No. 

Professor ALTON said that he did not like 
compulsion, and he did not think that com- 
puleory Irish was going to be the foundation 
stone on which they were going to build 
a united Ireland. ft was that element of 
compulsion, which made: the subject dis- 
tasteful to some inhabitants of the Free 
State. These people should be taught their 
local history first, and then they would take 
a wider interest in things Irish, and would 
want to learn the language, and then Irish 
would go ahead. Compulsion was not the 
cement of ge 4 It was good-will and 
understanding. ese were the things he 
would like to introduce into the country, and 
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, when 
there was a. discussion on the Censorship Bill, 
Deputy Wolfe was opposed to it. 

. WOLFE—I am not opposed to it, and 
do not know why that story should have 
been invented. 

Mr. MacEN ag ee that the 
deputy spoke e educated minority in 
this House, and do I take it that he is in 
favour of every word in the Censorship Bill ? 

Mr. WOLFE—I did not speak on the Cen- 
sorship Bill at all, and why you should sug- 

t that I did, I do not know. I do not 
now why a Deputy should use his position 
in this House to state what he must know 
is untrue. That is not in accordance with 
the traditions of this House. 

Mr. MacENTEE—Do | take it that you 
are in favour of the Censorship Bill? 

Mr. WOLFE—I am, but, unlike other 
deputies, I only vote for a bill and its prin- 
ciple when I am in favour of it. It is 
stated that I spoke in favour of the Censor- 
ship Bill with which I did not agrge. Is 
that charge withdrawn ? 

Mr. MacENTEE—I have not said that 
Deputy Wolfe spoke in favour of the Cen- 
sorship Bill. I assumed that he was opposed 


to it. 

Mr. WOLFE—Does the Deputy withdraw ” 
He has made a false statement, and he bas 
not the moral courage to. withdraw it. 

Mr. MacENTEE—We now find that Deputy 
Wolfe is in favour of the Censorship Bill. 
THE DEPUTY SPEAKER INTERVENES. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER (Mr. Morrissey} 
said that Deputy MacEntee must confine his 
remarks to the bill before the House. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that he was coming 
to that. 

Mr. WOLFE—Has he the moral courage to 
withdraw his charge? 

Mr. MacKNIKE said that As apparently 
the disgraceful speech of Deputy Wolfe on 
this bill must go unanswered, and as the 
Deputy Speaker did not wish to hear him, he 
would sit down. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER said that Mr. 
McEntee must not misrepresent his attitude. 
The deputy could proceed to deal with the 
present bill, but he could not discuss the 
Censorship Bill. 

Mr. MacKENTEE 
remarks. 

Mr. COBURN (Nat. League, Louth) op- 
posed the bill. He.said that he resented 
the taunt that the people who were opposing 
the bill belonged to the West British type. 
There would be thousands who would oppose 
the bill, simply because it would mean com- 
pulsion. It was not introduced for the pur- 
pose of seeing that clients would have solici- 
tors and counsel who would be able to con- 
verse with them in Irish, but for reasons of 
political expediency. If Irish was the offiwial 
language of the State this bill should have 
been introduced by the Government. He did 
not believe that the learning of Irish retarded 
the education of children, but he was opposed 
to compulsion. 

The debate was adjourned. 

THE KNOX ESTATE. 

Mr. WALSH (F.F., 8. Mayo), on the 
motion for the adjournment, asked the 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries when the 
Land Commission would deal with the acute 
situation that existed in the townlands of 
Kilkeeran, Cloonliffen and Cloneagh, Ballin- 
robe district, County Mayo, on the Knox 
estate, in that area; whether he was aware 
that the Land Commission had this estate on 
hands for at least ten years; and why the 
claims of the small landholders in that area 
were not being satisfied. 

Mr. RODDY, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Lands and Fisheries, said 
that the lands referred to had been striped 
some years ago, but the tenants refused to 
accept the Land Commission scheme. They 
wanted to hold on to the present rundale 
arrangements, and this the Land Commission 
would not allow. If the deputy. wanted some- 
thing done he should get the tenants to 
agree to the scheme. 

The House adjourned until 3 o'clock on 
next Wednesday.

WOMEN STREET TRADERS 
AGAIN. 


JUSTICE: SYMPATHETIC, 
(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

A number of women were summoned for 
trading from stands in Moore street, Dublin, 
without licences. 

Mr. T. A. Fiplay (instructed by Mr. D. 
O'Flaherty) prosecuted. Mr. J. J. Devlin 
(iastedtted by Mr. P. Campbell) defended. 

It was stated by a police witness that the 
defendants were selling rabbits from a fixed 
stall without having a licence to do so; but 
they had street trading certificates. 

he defendants, giving evidence, stated 
that they had been trading in rabbits in 
Moore street for periods varying from ten to 
thirty years. Some of them traded from 
baskets, which they laid down on the street 
and footway when they were approached by 
customers. 

In cross-examination, some of the witnesses 
admitted — from time to time been 
prosecuted and fined for this practice and for 
depositing refuse on the street. 

r. Devlin argued that a fair and market 
right from user had heen established. The 
practice, he asserted, had proceeded without 
interruption for over twenty years, and, there- 
fore, they had a prescriptive right to trade 
there. He submitted that before ancient 
rights and customs were to be lightly swept 
away the matter should receive grave and 
careful consideration. 

Mr. Cussen said that, while his sympathies 
were with the street traders, he had to obey 
and uphold the law. He was satisfied that 
there had not been a public right to sell in 
Moore street uninterruptedly for a period of 
twenty years. If the women were prepared 
to take out licences he would not impose 
any fine. 

This undertaking having been given, Mr. 
Cussen applied the Probation Act.

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We think that good :Irishmen of all 
parties are in broad agreement concerning 
the partition of their country “which 
became effective seven years ago. TÍ it 
was a necessity, it: was an unfortunate 
necessity ; and every patriot hopes that the 
wisdom of future generations may abolish 
it: Some of the disadvantages of partition 
are notorious; others are less tangible, 


‘but the fact that they escape. dis- 


cussion does not diminish their import- 
ance. No careful student of public affairs 
will seek to deny that partition has 
weakened the legitimate influence’ of the 
Protestant Churches—perhaps in Northern 
Ireland, certainly in the Free State. 
When we say ‘legitimate influence ” we 
mean the influence which exerts itself 
through leadership and example in all 
things that concern a community's 
spiritual interests, moral welfare and 
intellectual liberties. The cause of this 
decline is not obscure. Seven years ago 
the Protestant Churches ministered to 
an undivided land. To-day they minister 
to two separate States, and, rendering 
unto Cesar the things that are Cesar’s, 
they honour the political decrees of two 
separate Governments. In this dual 
allegiance they are not. inconsistent ; they 
do not speak with divided voices; but, too 
often, lest they should seem to speak with 
divided voices, they do not speak at all. 
In her General Synods the Church of 


Ireland has ceased to discuss matters, well 


within her sphere, that concern only one 
of the two Irish States: her bishops, 
clergy and leading laymen in either State 
shrink from the mere suspicion of inter- 
ference in the other State’s business.. To- 
day, therefore, in the Free State’s public 
affairs the ‘Church of Ireland's voice is 
raised without the old authority, the old 
courage or the old confidence. 

These facts are made patent by recent 
events. During the last six years the 
Free State Government and Parliament 
have introduced changes that affect. very 
seriously the material fortunes and the in- 
tellectual liberty of all members of the 
Protestant Churches. Upon the field of 
education—which is admitted by. the Free 
State Government, as by former British 
Governments, to be the Churches’ direct 
province—Parliament has imposed the 
compulsion of the Irish language. | The 
results of that oompulsion are not in 
doubt. It has destroyed the old standards 
of primary education, and much of 
the present’ output of the national 
schools is unfit to address itself. to 
the common tasks of life. -In “the 
secondary schools the same compulsion is 
injuring the classics, killing the modern 
languages, and so putting a grievous 
handicap upon boys who propose to enter 
the learned professions or the imperial 
services. Naturally, such boys, when 
their parents can. afford the cost, are 
escaping to schoole in England and 
Northern lreland; and, sooner or later, 
the result of this flight must injure the 
finances, character. and prospects of 
Dublin University. Can we imagine more 
precious concerns for the Protestant 
Churches in the Free State than the 
welfare of their lower and middle classes, 
the maintenance of their congregations 
and the future of Trinity College, Dublin)? 
Yet they have accepted the yoke of com- 
pulsory Irish without resistance. Can we 
imagine a more precious concern for the 
Protestant Churches than the assertion of 
their right to think for themselves?

Let us suppose that, ten years ago, a 
British Government had decided to thrust 
compulsory Irish and the present Censor- 
ship Bill upon the Unionist minority of 
the Kingdom of Ireland. We camnot 
doubt that the Protestant Churches, 
speaking with a single voice from North and 
South, would have offered a firm resistance.

Letters from: House re- 
mained unanswered, and appeals for 
explanations were ignored. Yet Colonel 
House, who knew Wilson better than 
anybody else, writes. of his former 
chief without. rancour. Wilson was his 
hero, and even now, after the passage of 
nearly ten years, he writes of him with a 
certain amount of reverence. His “ Inti- 
mate Papers,’’ however, will be of the 
greatest value to future historians ; for, 
while he sets down nothing in malice, he 
makes no attempt to extenuate some of 
Wilson’s blunders. No more dramatic 
page of history has been written than the 
story of Woodrow Wilson’s rise and fall. 
There was a time, towards the end of the 
war, when he seemed almost to be inspired. 
Who will forget the enthusiasm which he 
aroused by those lofty speeches that 
were delivered with a sincerity that went 
right to the heart of humanity? Who can 
forget the triumphal progress which he 
made through Europe when he crossed the 
Atlantic to attend the Paris Conference ; 
and who can forget the swiftness of his 
fall? Colonel House admits frankly that 
Wilson came to Europe in the firm belief 
that he could dictate his views to the 
Allied statesmen as well as to the defeated 
Germans. He was advised to remain in 
the United States by those who knew the 
political abilities of men like Clemenceau 
and ‘Lloyd George. He was warned that 
his treatment of the Republicans in his 
own country would lead to trouble ; but he 
was arrogantly confident of his own 
powers and would listen to nobody. The 
story of his conduct at Paris is well 
known. Time and again he was forced 
to compromise, and often, by his refusal 
to take advice, he played into the hands of 
his opponents. He succeeded in securing 
the. inclusion of the League of Nations 
Covenant in the text of the Versailles 
Treaty,’ and then his great ideal was 
shattered by his own people. His mission 
to Europe was a fiasco; yet in the League 
of Nations he has left a legacy of idealism 
which is bound to exert a lasting influence 
on the progress of mankind. He fell just 
short of greatness. Personal vanity ruined 
the work of a fine intellect, and Woodrow 
Wilson must go down to history as one of 
its most tragic failures.

Sky-scrapers in Paris. 


The sky-scraper is one of the most 
typical products of the new world. Few 
things seen in America impress visitors 
so much as their first sight of New York. 
The gaunt buildings, six hundred and 
seven hundred feet high, are entirely 
different from any style of architecture 
that has been practised in Europe. They 
suggest Babel to the imagination, rather 
than Rheims or York, and the parallel is 
made closer when it is remembered that 
most European, and many Asiatic, 
tongues may’ be heard in the streets. 
Some people hold that climatic and 
regional circumstances have determined 
this development of American architec- 
ture. The ancient civilisations of Central 
America had _ sky-scrapers, and the 
architects of New York and Chicago have 
been following in their footsteps, at first 
unconsciously, but deliberately within the 
past two or three years. It is doubtful if 
a style so distinctly American could ba 
transplanted to Europe. London has net 
taken kindly to the notion of sky-scrapers. 
Indeed, a few of these cloud-capp’d towers 
would alter completely the character of 
the city and would dwarf its finest build- 
ings. The project of sky-scrapers in 
Paris is being discussed seriously at 
present, and two prominent French 
architects lave expressed themselves 
in favour of it. They have no desire 
“to make Paris a second New York.” 
According to their plan, there would 
not be more than twenty sky-scrapers 
in the city, and every one of them 


would be separated from its nearest 


neighbour by a quarter of a mile. 
These buildings would be large enough 
to house 30,000 people in shops and 
offices;, and, presumably, they would 
resemble in design the American 
sky-scrapers which have been erected 
recently—many of which undoubtedly 
are beautiful. Perhaps, the needs of 
modern housing and traffic will demand 
drastic changes in the configuration of 
great European cities, but, if the appear- 
ance of’ Paris, Rome and London is 
altered completely, some people will feel 
that “ there hath passed away a glory 
from the earth.” 


Uses of Fiction. 


A hundred years ago many grave persons 
believed that novel-writing and novel- 
reading were signs of idleness and 
frivolity. Even Jane Austen’s novels were 
criticised adversely, as being not quite 
suitable reading for the young. Opinion 
has changed in these matters since then, 
and we learn with surprise that “a novel 
is primarily intended for relaxation and 
entertainment ’’—that “ for the advance- 
ment of knowledge and thought we depend 
on medical and scientific works.” Mr. 
Robert Nichols, commenting ‘in The Times 
on this opinion, quotes Goethe’s dictum: 
“All that is truly great contributes 
to our education.” Is it possible 
to keep separate compartments in the 
mind for ‘‘ entertainment and for 
‘knowledge’? ? Bacon claimed that he 
had. taken “all knowledge” for his 
province, Even if he did not write the 
plays which most people still attribute to 
Shakespeare, we may assume that he 
embraced other knowledge than medicine 
and natural science. There are entertain- 


ment and relaxation enough in “ David 


Copperfield,’’ but surely there are also 
knowledge and thought? Mr. Micawber 
and David have helped readers of that 
excellent novel not only to know their 
fellow-men, but to be more familiar with 
themselves. M. Einstein is reported to 
have declared that “ Dostoievsky”’ gives ine 
more than any man of science.”’ Certainly 
it would be absurd to describe ‘‘ Crime 
and Punishment,” “ The Return of the 
Native” and “Tom Jones” which 
Gibbon predicted, with truth, would out- 
last the imperial house of Austria—as 
mere romances to pass. away an idle hour. 
The real trouble is that many novelists 
nowadays take their art so seriously that 
they forget that *‘ relaxation and enter- 
tainment ’’ may be among the qualities of 
a novel.

THE MUNICIPAL . ELECTIONS, 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON,

The - Socialist. gains in the municipal 
elections, numberin considerably over one 
hundred and fifty, have inspired the party 
with the hope that’ the political tide is 
now flowing in its favour, and all the 
leaders to-day expressed the opinion that 
the results augured well for their success 
at the general election. During the past 
few weeks the attention of the Conserva- 
tives has been called on many occasions 
to the danger of indifference and apathy, 
and they cannot say;that they were not 
warned. At thé same time, it 1s true that 
elections such as the present are not 
always a safe guide to a general election ; 
for it often happens that a town with 
Socialist majorities on its local’ bodies 
returns a Conservative to Parliament, and 
vice versa. The fact, however, that a 
Socialist victory in Ashton-under-Lyne has 
been followed by a gain of seven Socialist 
seats in the municipal election in the 
same place is one for serious considera- 
tion. The Conservative Party, if it is to 
hold its own in the general election, must 


strain every nerve. 


Political Speculation. 


At the Conservative headquarters the 
claim that the general election next year 
would be affected by local decisions on 
local policies was regarded as a joke, and 
an official said that no real political 
significance could be attached to the 
results. because the issues were so different 
from those which must decide parlia- 
mentary contests. Not only will the issues 
be different next year, but the general 
election will be fgught on a new register, 
which will add five million women. voters. 
In such circumstances, it was remarked, 
it would be folly to base any general 
election calculations on the municipal 


results. 
Party Gains. 

It is surprising how small some of the 
polls were in the course ‘of the election, 
and in many boroughs- they were even 
lower than they ‘were in 1925. At 
Greenwich some ot the candidates were 
viven fewer than fifty votes apiece. During 
the election, out of just over two hundred 
women candidates one hundred have been 
elected. and in Bermondsey there are no 
fewer than thirteen women members on 
the Council, while in the neighbouring 
borough of Southwark ten women were 
successful. The Conservatives put up 450 
candidates in eighty of the principal citie 
and: boroughs, and were successful ‘n 
securing the return of 220. Liberals, with 
905 candidates, had 97 successes. The 
Socialists put 696 candidates in the field, 
and had 332 returned. Independent candi- 
dates were the most unlucky; for out of 
294 candidates only 103 secured election 


The Next Census. 


It is expected thát the next census tu 
Sritain will be. taken early in 1931, and 
after that it will be taken at five-year 
intervals instead of every ten years as in 
the past ; for the Census Act (1920) lays it 
down that a census may be taken witt.out 
need of a special] Act every five years or 
more. Whether there will be a census in 
1931 is not yet settled; for the date when 
it will be taken has to be fixed by the 
Registrar-General .after consultation with 
the Government. The last census was 
taken in 1921 after some delay caused by 
industrial troubles. At Somerset House 
to-day it was said that when the census 
report was completed the figures would 
show a marked increase over the figures 
for 1921 when the population was 


37 ,887 ,000. 
Police (nquiries. 


It was rumoured to-day that. develop- 
ments of a somewhat “'sensationa! 
character may be looked for within the 
next few days as a result of inquiries made 
by the Crimnal ‘Investigation Department 
into irregularities alleged to have occurred 
in the police force.

It is possible that the demand for food 
in Russia has brought abaut the inquir' 
now being made by the Soviet preparatory 
to the placing of orders for Canadian 
wheat. Early in the year Russia bought 
wheat supplies freely, but announced 
later that all her requirements had been 
satisfied. The renewed inquiries make it 
evident, however, that the wheat shortage 
is much more severe than was expected, 
and that very large quantities will have 
to be imported into the country. The 
demand will have an effect. on wheat 
prices generally and will have to clear 
away much of the surplus stock now 
accumulated at different centres.

HONOUR FOR RETIRING 
POLICE CHIEF. 


It is announced in the London Gazette 
that the King has appointed Brigadier- 
General Sir William Thomas Francis 
Horwood, K.C.B., D.8.Q., the Com- 
missioner of the Metropolitan Police, who 
retires this month, to be a Knight Grand 
Cross of the Civil Division of the Order 
of. the British Empire.

As Mr, Herbert Hoover is speeding 
westward to California, preaching as he 
goes the doctrineef Republican prosperity, 
a man in a brown bowler, who as a poor, 
ragged urchin sold papers on the streets 
of New York, and afterwards worked in a 
fishmonger’s shop, rode in triumph from 
the Battery to Central Park, while 
hundreds of thousands of people cheered 


and fought in the rain to catch a glimpse 


of him. 

It was New York City’s tribute to its 
native son, Mr. “Al” Smith, oncé one of 
the most obscure of its inhabitants, but 
now the Democratic nominee for the Presi- 
dency of the United States. 


10,000 POLICE. 

It was a typical New York greeting—noisy, 
unruly, good-natured and tempestuous— 
which was continued along Broadway and 
up Fifth Avenue (New York’s Piccadilly) 
to Central Park. 

Ten thousand police struggled in vain 
to clear a way for the Governor's party 
and to keep the cheering throngs which 
overflowed the pavements in place. The 
procession consisted of about seventy-five 
motor cars and lorries, the latter contain- 
ing brass bands and newspaper photo- 
graphers. 

Tt left Battery just as the enormous 
“‘skyscrapers”’ of the financial. district 
were pouring their lunch time thousands 
into the streets. 

Despite the drizzle. the Governor sat, 
with Mrs. Smith bv his side, in an open 
car, waving his coloured headgear to the 
throngs and smiling happily through the 
sudden storm of tape and confetti that 
drifted thickly down from windows packed 
with tier on tier of cheering office workers. 


MR. HOOVER’S TOUR. 


Mr. Hoover, on his way to California, 
stopped for a short time to-day at Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, where he briefly addressed 
a gathering of enthusiastic Republicans. 
Mr. Hoover declared that he saw in the 
tremendous registration of voters through- 
out the country every indication of a 
sweeping Republican victory next Tuesday. 

He did not believe that the majority of 
the forty odd million men and women who 
had qualified themselves for participation 
in the great contest would vote against 
the party which, in the last seven and a 
half years, “had advanced the United 
States to the premier position among the 
nations of the world.’’ 

From Louisville Mr. Hoover travelled 
in his special train to St. Louis, Missouri, . 
where he devoted almost his entire speech 
to. the all-important question of farm 
relief. 


RELIEF FOR THE FARMER. 


As his panacea for. the ills of. the 
American farmer, the Republican candi- 
date promised, if elected, to inaugurate a 
new institution in the Government 
specially designed to deal with. agricul- 
tural problems, both present and future. 

Mr. Hoover did not enter into technical 
details of this scheme, but he said that 
the institution would comprise a Federal 
Farm Board, composed of men in sym- 
pathy with agriculture, ‘‘ and clothed with 
the broadest powers to determine the facts, 
causes and remedies which should be 
applied to the various problems of the 
basic industry of the nation.”’

BERLIN COURT REFUSES TO 
INTERVENE. 


From REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT: 
BERLIN, Friday. 

The Court to-day rejected the applica- 
tion of certain Russian exiles for an 
injunction against the sale by auction, 
next week, of various objects of art which 
they claim to be their personal property 
and to have been illegally confiscated by 
thé Russian Government. 

The finding of the Court -was to the 
effect that objects, which the petitioners 
affirmed had been taken from them by 
Russian soldiers, had become the property 
of the Russian Government. The 
ment of the petitioners that Russian Jaws 
were not applicable in.Germany if they 
were opposed to public morality, was 
admitted to be correct; but the Court 
declared that it could not dispute an act 
of sovereignty on the part- of a foreign 
Government which was recognised by 
Germany. The petition, therefore, was 
rejected with costs, because the peti- 
tioners had not proved their present right 
to the objects claimed by them. 

Prince Alexander Cotromaniitz, the 
Russian nobleman, in whose name the 
test case was brought before the Berlin 
Court, has appealed against its decision 
to the Supreme Prussian Court. 

[Some 500 objects are being offered for 
sale at the auction, which is fixed for next 
week in Berlin. The list of estimated prices 
issued by the auctioneers reaches a total of 
nearly £150,000, but these prices are not 
reserved. Dealers and collectors, from many 
countries are expected to attend the sale. 
Two of the most important pictures are Cima 
de Conegliano’s “ Madonna and Child ” and 
the portrait’ of Rembrandt’s son, Titus, by 
Nicolaes Maes, which are valued at £2,000 
and £1,750 respectively. |

The Gazette notice is the necessary official 
preliminary to the new issue of £1 and 
10s. notes by the Bank to replace the 
£285,000,000 worth of Treasury notes, 
signed by, Sir Warren Fisher, as Secretary 
of the Treasury, now .in circulation. 

The new notes have been printed in 
closest’ secrecy at the printing department 
of the Bank of England, and, it is 
believed, are of such a design as to make 
forgery virtually impossible. 

The colour of the £1 notes is under- 
stood to be. green and that of the 10s, notes 
red—thus, following the colours now in 
use on the Free State currency notes. 

The section of the Act relating to 
Northern Ireland banks is not included in 
the Order. The provisions affecting these 
banks are to operate from the day ‘on 
which the Bankers (Northern Ireland) Act, 
1928, comes into force. 


MR. SHAW’S CURT 
NOTE. 


“TYPICALLY INSOLENT.” 


A piquant development has followed Mr. 
George Bernard ‘Shaw’s refusal to lecture to 
Glasgow Trinity Literary Society. Mr. Shaw 
sent his usual printed note to the effect that 
he does not open bazaars nor speak at public 
dinners, etc., and to this was added a line 
from Mr. Shaw’s secretary— 

“Mr. Shaw is inexorable, and he advises 
you to keep the forty guineas yon offer for 
some younger man who needs them.’”’

CIGARETTE TRADE 
EXPANDING. 


Mr. Joseph McKinley, secretary of Messrs. 
P. J. Carroll and Co., Ltd?, tobacco manit- 
facturers, Dundalk, giving evidence, placed 
before the Commission a resolution passed by 
the Independent Tobacco Manufacturers’. As- 
sociation in the Free State, who opposed the 
tariff. The output of the industry in the Free 
State was value for over. £5,000,000, which 


the number of pérsons employed in the tobacco 
industry in the Free State was 2,160, and the 


over 104 years, and was progressing and ex- 
panding. Over:.the last twenty years they 
had more than doubled‘ their output. In 
191T they rebuilt and extended the Dundalk 
factory, and in 1923 established a factory in 
Liverpool. They were the only people ex- 
orting tobacco from the Free State, and .they 
had a distribution centre in New York. 
The. industry here was as -efficient as in 
Great Britain, and in some cases more so. 
Pipe tobacco-smoking bad decreased, but the 
cigarette trade had increased. His firm had 
been developing the cigarette business in accord- 
ance with the change in the trend of the 
trade. The output of cigarettes, according io 
the last census returns, represented 39.5 per 
cent. of the total output of tobacco manufac- 
tures, including snuff. | 


EFFECT OF A TARIFF. 

If the proposed tariff was put on it would 
work out in this way—the nearest practical 
price for a sixpenny - packet of cigarettes 
would be 64d., and the nearest practical price 
for a ls. 5d. two-ounce plug of tobacco would 
be ls. 54d... This would be passing on to the 
consumer ten times the tariff in the case of 
cigarettes and twenty-five times the tariff in 
the case of the plug—to which the consumer 
would, naturally, abject. ' This. would mean 
in practice that his firm would have to carry 
the tariff, which. would. represent 7.12 per 
cent. increase in their wages-bill,-. The result. 
of the tariff on the whole tobacco industry of 
the Free State would be that it would have 
to pay £17,441. For cigarette cartons. a 
high-class board was essential. The Swedish 
board was the most superior of all boards, 
and they used this in cartons. 

To Professor Whelehan, the witness said 
that the printing of the packets was done in 
England. Continuing, he said that he did 
not know of any firm of printers in freland 
who could’ tarn out cartons ‘which would 
permit the use of them on packing machines. 


ENDANGERING THE EXPORT TRADE.

“BACK-DOOR BILL”’ 
. CRITICISED. 


IRISH POPULAR. 


By Ove Spsecrat CorresPronpenr. 


terday during the resumed debate on the 
Lega! Practitioners (Qualification) Bill, 
which proposes ta. make a knowledge of 
[rish obligatory for future entrants to the 
legal profession, six were in favour of the 
measure and three.were frankly hostile 
to it. The three opposing speakers—Pro- 
fessor E. H. Alton (Independent), Major 
Myles (Independent) and Mr. Coburn 
(National League)—made it abundantly 
clear that they are not antagonistic to 
the rish language, but only to the 
dangerous principle of compulsion which 
is the essence of the bill. 

Major Myles does not often speak in the 
House, but when he. does he bá always 
something useful to say. Yesterday he 
made a deep impression upon deputies of 
all parties by hia singerity, 


‘A BACK-DOOR MEASURE.” 
“This looks like a back-door measure, 
with Government support,’ he declared 
scathingly, and nobody attempted to deny 
the charge. In reply to a deputy who had 
remarked that Trish is the purest langu- 
age in Europe, he said: ‘‘ Why, fifty per 
cent. of the words used in the Irish text 
of Oireachtas Acts are borrawed from the 
English language. ' 

He guoted a priest who said to him. 
“For all the wrongs that Ireland has 
suffered England has amply compensated 
by giving to the Irish peasants. who emi- 
grate to America the English languxg>.”’ 


A BULLYING TONE. 

“I do not think that compulsory [rish 
is going to be the foundation stone of a 
united Ireland,’’ said Professor Alton. 
““1 am an Irishman,"’ he added passion- 
ately, “and everything Irish is dear 
to me, but I dislike the ballying tone in 
this bill—the note of compulsion.’ There 
was wisdom in his next remark. “ [f you 
want to make the language popular, you 
must make the people want to learn if.” 

Mr. Coburn, the National League 
member for Lonth, opposed the bill on 
the same ground. ‘‘ Compulsion never sur: 
ceeded in Ireland and .never will,” he 
said. While he believed in the restoration 
ef the Irish language, the Government's 
policy of compulsion was the wrong way 
to do it, because it meant a waste of time 
and effort; and involved unnecessary er- 
penditure of public money. 


THE LAST DITCHERS. 

The speeches in support of the bill 
followed the lines of those made during 
previous debates. Mr. Sean McEntee 
(Fianna Fail) was a little more truculent 
than his colleagues: He asserted that the 
legal profession held a privileged position 
in the country—a monopoly granted to it 
by the State—and the State had a perfect 
right to attach certain conditions to the 
operation of that monopoly. Mr. 
O’Hanlon (Independent) argued that the 
“last ditchers, the opponents of the 
language, when they. realise how un- 
successful their campaign has been, will 
see that their sons and daughters learn 
Irish, so that they may get their share of 
the jobs in the country.”’ 

Nearly all the speeches were in serious 
vein.. The only hin of humour was 
contributed by Mr. White (Government), 
who hails from the Gaeltacht. He sup- 
pai the bill, but remarked slyly that 

and Commission processes should be 
wissued in Irish. “ That would give great 
consolation to the inhabitants of the 
Gaeltacht,” he said. 

Professor Tierney (Government) thought 
that, if Irish were properly taught in the 
schools, it would have a greater cultural 
value for the country than any other 
subject, except, perhaps, English; and 
Mr. Hugh Law (Government), with a nóte 
of regret in his voice, said that, if he were 
a young man again, he would, in his own 
interest, gain a, good knowledge of the 
Irish language.

THE CIVIC GUARDS. 

Earlier in the forenoon the Dail resumed 
the debate on. the Civic Guards’ estimate. 
Mr. McEntee (Fianna Fail) made the case 
that there was room for retrenchment in 
the expenditure.on this service. © He said 
that statistics showed that, per head of 
the population, it took almost twice as 
many policemen to preserve order in the 
Irish Free State as in England or Scot 
land. Mr. Jordan, his colleague, accused 
the Guards of favouring Government 
candidates against Republicans at the last 
election, but Mr. Brady (Fianna Fail) de. 
clared that in County Dublin he had 
always found the Guards to be quite 
impartial. 

“The country should be grateful to the 
Civic Guards for the work they have done 
since 1922,"’ said Mr. Corish (Labour). He 
was followed by Mr. Kilroy (Fianna Fail); 
who spoke of a fire in his locality, “and 
six Guards turned up half-an-hour after 
the local people had extinguished it.” Be 
alleged that. all the credit. for putting out 
the fire had been given to the Guards, who 
were not there at all. 

““A policeman’s life is not a happy one. 
quoted Mr. G. Boland (Fianna Fail). He 
told the story of the seizure of a pig by 
the bailiff in Kickham’s “For the Old 
Land” to illustrate a similar imeident 
which occurred in Roscommon.

Then Mr. Magill, and 
all who think ‘with him, will have their 
opportunity. If the object of the gages 5 
be to keep people from reading, wh 
obviously it 1s, because everyone has a 
different view of “good” and “bad” in 
literature, it would be ever so much more 
effective if the Ministry of Education were 
abolished and the education estimates shared 
out amongst the numerous . applicants for 
subsidies. The compulsory Irish policy will, 
perhaps, have the same effect as if the 
estimates were never passed. 

It is plain that Independents in the Dail 
haveweased to be independent and that Irish 
Protestants have ceased to protest. It is 
plain also that a new alinement is necessary 
in Irish politics. The struggle for Home 
Rule obscured the fact that liberalism was 
in the keeping of Irish Unionists, and that 
only oppo rtunism brought Irish Nationalism 
into alliance with the thing it hated most.

Sir,—Mr. Dudley Fletcher omitted to 
observe that there was a religious censorship 
oí unparalleled severity prescribed for the 
Hebrews in the Mosaic laws. “If thy 
brother . . . or thy son, or thy daughter, or 
the wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, which 
is as thine own soul, entice thee secretly’’ to 
change your religion, then ‘‘thou shalt not 
consent unto him, nor hearken unto him, 
neither shall thine eye pity him, neither shalt 
thou spare him, neither shalt thou conceal 
him. ... Thine hand shall be the first to 
put him to death, and afterwards the hand 
of all the people, and thou shalt stone him 
with stones that he die.” To this private 
censorship on os views we have a 
parallel in the Spanish Inquisition when a 
father carried the faggots to the auto de fe 
in which his daughters were burned, and him- 
self lit them. Yet for the Mosaic law which 
prescribes the punishment of the Hebrew city 
which sends missionaries to preach another 
religion—this is what Deuteronomy, chap. 13, 
appears ‘to refer to—there is no parallel. 
Even the terrible Simon de Montford, who, 
saying the Lord would find His own, slew 
friends and foes alike of those who dwelt in 
Beziers—@ town which had harboured 
heretics—%topped short there: Had he fol- 
lowed the Mosaic precept, he would have 
killed the cattle and have so destroyed the 
city that if should never be rebuilt, nor any 
record, save its ruin, remain; for no spoil was 
to be carried away—all was to be burned. 
Like so many other censorships, this failed in 
its purpose, as we learn from the many 
apostacies recorded in the Bible. 

It is in the Mosaic account of the Garden 
of Eden that we find the earliest, the most 
far-reaching and the shortest-lived of all 
re to fetter the freedom of. human 
thought—the prohibition to eat of the fruit of 
the tree of the knowledge of good and evil. 
From that knowledge comes much, both of 
happiness and unhappiness; but the attempt 
to arrest its progress is doomed to fail. 
Nevertheless, it is certain that great injury 
to the individual and to the State may be 
wrought by diffusion of corrupting publica- 
tions, and, if the Free State Contest Bill 
can so amended as to prevent that, and 
yet not interfere with the diffusion of 
desirable literature, then there will be much 
to be said in its favour.—Yours. etc.,

In the fourth century one had side by side 
the iiving character drawing of Plato and 
the slowly dying analytic tombstone 
characterisation of the School of Socrates.

A NEW FORM OF LITERATURE. 

With. the fourth century there comes a 
change—the character-drawing which begins 
in the school of Isocrates. It is a new form 
of literature—the praise of great men—and 
its techniqhe is exemplified in the character 
study of. Evagbdras, the King of Cyrus.. The 
technique has the air of a book-keeper, and, 
in the works of Xenophon, where he has 
escaped from the van of Thueydides, this 
technique is employed. The best instances 
are in the character sketches of the generals 
in Cyrus’s expedition. Developing from this, 
you have a system.of merely ó. namá 
into which men’s qualities can thrown, ' 
and this tradition is carried on by Aristo 
(as witness. his Rhetoric} ‘and by 
‘Theophrastus. here you have the 
analyti. method. But there is another 
method—that of making the man vivid and 


 ative—and this kind is found, too, in the-4th 


century, and it is effected by the infinence of 
a great personality—the great personality is 
Socrates, ‘and it is due to the effect of his 


rsonahty, perhaps, that you have the bril- 
fiant pre lle studies of the Platonic dia-

eharacter, In the work of the Attic-Orators. 
There is a’ fisé in the interest in people, due 
te the career of Alexander the Great, whose 
influence ‘has been great on characterisation 
in fiction. “Alexander is the prototype of the 
young romantic hero, and in the three cen- 
turies which followed Alexander were knit 
together the strands which were to make the 
Greek novel, but the Greek novel disappoints 
in the matter of character. The super- 
natural machinery, the destiny, merely re- 
tarded by the impish demiurge of chance 
moves without the propulsion of human per- 
sonality, The adventure is too little the out- 
come of character, the romance is too stale, 
too conventional, too cold. 

THE STORY OF HELIODORUS. 

The story of Heliodorus, for example, has 
merits as a story. But its chief fi are 
no more than types. The hero, T enes, 
is simply the dashing cavalry subaltern, with 
the added virtue of constancy. The 
heroine, Chariclea, is the most beautiful 
and the most uninteresting of her sex. They 
are like the prince and princess in the fairy 
story, whose emotions are discounted and 
made ummecessary by the fact that they are 
fated to marry and live happily ever after- 
wards. The minor characters are stage 
Se When they have served their 

umble purpose a snake bites them or they 
fall over a precipice, and away they are 
carted into the property basket. Healey 
once observed that until his time all bio- 
logists regarded animals as though they were 
stuffed skins; and so, in general, were the 
characters of the Greek novels regarded by 
their authors. And so for a variety of his- 
torical causes Greek characterisation becomes 
dim. It has not, and perhaps never had a 
zenith, nor some of the penetrating power of 
the masterpieces of tht Roman characterisa- 
tion; but it must not be forgotten the debt 
which the Romans owed to the Greeks on 
the side of technique in this matter (witness 
Sallust’s famous comparison of Cato and 
Cesar), and when all is said, the study of 
Greek characterisation in which we can see 
the Greeks themselves, will repay more atten- 
tion than js usually given to it. 

In what he had said he suggested that the 
chief reason why the characters in Greek 
novels were so less was that the 
plot did not proceed from within the char- 
acters, but was im upon ; nor was 
there in Greek literature of the Empire, so 
far as he could judge it, that aristocratic 
revolt fate which gave the heart-beat 
in the famous lines : tctriz causa deis 
placuit, sed victa Catoni.

MR. HOGAN CRITICISED.

T.D..S REPLY TO CHAMBER OF 


COMMERCE ADDRESS. 

Mr. P. Hogan's address to the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce is criticised in a long 
letter to the /rish Times by Mr. Jans 
Ryan, T.D. He says that “Mr. Hogan did 
not remind his audieuce that the Corn Laws 
were in force in 1840, and that the relati un 
between the price of wheat and the prices of 
other agricultural products was, consequently 
not a normal one. . . Although wheat 
has declimed in price relatively 
other a vinaloaral products since the 
of the Corn Laws, the decline is much les 
marked than Mr. Hogan represents The 
average price of wheat for the three vears 
1923-45 was ó7.5 per’ cent. over the average 
for the five years 1847-51. ‘The price of oats 
in the same period increased by 88 per cent. 
Mr. Hogaw would deduce from these hgnres 
that wheat is now a less profitable crop than 
oats. He makes no allowance for differences 
in yield. Assuming that wheat cnsts 
30s. per acre more to produce than oats, and 
granting that the straw of both is equa! m 
value, we find wheat more profitable than 
oats by £5 2s. per acre. 

“ The farmer receives 31.9 
for his produce than in 1911-13: but taxation 
per head has increased from £2 9. 5d. in 
1911-13 to £6 19s. Sd. in 1928-29 (estimates. 
1928-29). The farmer’s income has increased 
by 51.9 per cent.; his taxation by 225.1 per 
cent. Will Mr. Hogan face the effect of this 
increase in the burden of taxes on the ag 
cultural industry? Will he tell the i 
how they are to pay more than three tir 
the pre-war taxation out of an income 
creased by only one-third’? 

' We are advised to say nothing . e 
5,000,000 a year that is sent out of the 
country for lauth annuities lest we should be 
accused” of indheing the farmers to ‘re 
wadiate their liabilities —which. in fact, n 
party has dome or is doing. Mr. Hogan 
well. aware ‘that several eminent lawvers 
hold that’. this tribute is neither 
legally nor constitutionally due to Grea 
Britain—that any legal or constitutional 
claim Britain may have had to this mone 
was abandoned first by the Government : 
Ireland Act, 1929. and later by the cancel. 
lation of Article Five of the Treaty. There 
can be no question of any moral obligation 
on our part to pay the price of the restora- 
tion of the land to the people of Ireland. 

& Mr. Hogan speaks of improved exports 
of butter and cream between 1924 and 1927 
He was well advised to go no farther back 
than 1924. If we compare the exports of 
butter from the twenty-six county area 
1927 with those in 1911-13, we find a de 
ot 10 per cent. 
exports of cattle declined by 4 per cent 
and our total exports by 1 per cent., wh 
the exports of Denmark to Great Britain 
alone increased by 64 per cent. . 

“Mr. Hogan has at last realised the 
wisdom of depending on a single market. 
All our competitors on- the British market 
have alternative outlets for their produce. 
In the year ended 30th June, 1928¢ Denmark 
exported 146,000 tons of butter, of which 
100,000 tons were sent to Britain. and 46.00 
to other countries. To her possession of 
alternative markets is largely due the fact 
the Danish butter fetches much higher prices 
than Irish in Great Britain. 

“It would be folly to abandon any profi! 
able market, though it is a controversial 
point whether the British market is cana)! 
of ‘immense development” . . = There 
is a strict limit to our power to affect | 
prices of our produce there. We can at /east 
protect our home market—a very consider 
able one, as our import statistics prove—! 
food for human and animal consumption, 
and confine our export to surplus products.”
